"The saloon keeper isn't in busi- 
ness for fun,'' commented Dr. Lyon. 
"As one saloon keeper said to nie 
ibe other day, -I am 
no more to 


blame than tnose voters that gave 
me permission to run this business,' 
and he isn't." 


The evangelist asserted that the 


grave evil of the saloon, financially, 
is that the cost of keeping it up 
comes from the pockets of the work- 
ingnien who are least able to afford 
it. "Once in a while a rich man that 
is stingy as Satan will put in a 
penny or two," he commented, "but 
some men are too everlastingly stin- 
xy to get drunk. 
Isn't it true that 


the dev-l gets the strongest hold ou 
the man that is the biggest hearted, 
the man who wants to be a good fel- 
low: that its the hard working man 
that the load and bondage fall heav- 
iest upon.'' 


The evangelist's sermon was sim- 


ply replete with narrations of cases 
where men had been awakened to 
the fact that they were being robbed 
of necessities in life simply that the 
saloon men might have the luxuries 
they desired, and told of a man who 
recently said: -Dr. Lyon. look at this 
table, and this fine carpet, and this 
piano, and the rest of this furniture. 
Those are the things that the liquor 
business diuu't get from me this 
year—money that I have saved since 
I 'cut out the booze.' 


''Every dollar that goes into the 


•till of the liquor business takes just 
that much away from every honest 
business in town. If a man comes to 
town to spend $10 for necessities, 
and spends $S for booze, he can't 
spend the whole $10 for meat and 
groceries and clothing-. 
"Just to think 
that the city of 


Newark spent last year 
$SOo",OOOj 


for liquor—and I get this from re-! 
liable, conservative estimates. Where j 
did this come from? 
It is taken i 
right out of the pockets of the men 
that ought to have that money. 


An Eloquent Plea. 


"You men of Xewark, that work 


hard day after day in the factories 
and stores and shops—many of you 
have led a true wife to the marriage 
altar—promised to love, honor and 
cherish her—you have allowed her 
to blister her hands on the wash- 
board and wear that old faded calico 
gown, and allowed the seams and [ 
furrows to grow deeper and deeper) 
in that face—and the money that 
should have gone to that dear wife 
and your children has been spent 
over the bar and used by others in j 
luxurious and riotous 
living. 
Is, 
there a wife in Newark that anv j 
more deserves good things than your 
wife? 
Is there any wife that" de- 
serves "good food, fine clothing and I 
luxuries of life and more than youri 
wife and children. Men. won't you |

"Business has put a ban on the 
iquor business," said Dr. Lyon, re- 
citing the general orders issued by 
various railroads, and tne fact thai 
scarcely a" magazine will accept 
liquor advertisement. "Public opin- 
ion will not support that kind of an 
affair."' 


The Xew Citizenry. 


An interesting and 
convincing 


phase of Dr. Lyon's argument v.-ns 
the statement that 20 or 30 years 
"rom now, the present era wi,". be 
ooked upon in absolute amazemeu*.

Dr. Lyon discussed at some length 
the physical effects of liquor, quot- 
ing some of the leading scientists,

ment as from a five pound loaf of 
bread. 


"And from the legal standpoint 
the saloon must go." said Dr. Lyoa.

"Nickels spent 
now for treating boys will come back 
in dollars and twenty dollar bills to 
you in the months and years that are 
to come," this saloon man declared, 
as he called attention to the fact 
that the old drunkards were begin- 
ning to die 
off and a new crop 


should be started. 
"Say, fathers, have you a boy to 


sacrifice to the demand of the li- 
quor business?" questioned Dr. Ly- 
on. 
The saloon can no more get 
along without boys than a flouring! 
mill can get along without wheat." 
From all paris of the auditorium 
went up cries of "No, no." 
Dr. Lyon then called a fine little 


fellow from the front row and sug- 
gested that he might have the Sven- 
gali-like power

make of him if it had the chance. "If 
I should do this before this audience

county do with me?" he shouted.

Dr. Lyon* scored the saloons la 
Newark, who during th« county fair 
fleeted the "stars and stripes," and 
declared that they had mo more right 
to flaunt the emblem of our national 
purity "than a hog had to -wear • 
white shirt." - "The liquor men of 
Chicago recently said that what was 
needed was to get a few respectable 
men into the liquor business/' com- 
mented Dr. Lyon. 


That Asbestos Cat, 
"Friends, you can no more get a

The saloons that disguise them- 
selves as "cafes" came in for a share 
-of Dr. Lyon's condemnation. "That 
means •coffee," he declared. "You 
have no more right to call a saloon 
a cafe than vou have to call a skunk 
a kitten." 


After scoring the so-called frater- 
nal orders that play for popularity 
by advocating the use of liquor, and 
praising Archbishop Ireland for his 
valiant remarks against the liquor 
traffic, Dr. Lyon launched into a 
criticism of those who try to find 
substantiation for intoxication 
in; 
Paul's advice to Timothy: "Take a] 
little wine for the stomach's sake," 
and in the non-intoxicating wine pro- 
ducing miracle of the Christ at the 
Caaa wedding feast. "Is that any 
reason why men should have an ex- 
cuse to tank up on booze and rot gut 
whiskev and go home and beat his 
wife and family?" he demanded. 
"The liquor business is worse than 


white slavery." added the evangelist.

The patient should be kept in J 


bed, and the chief treatment • 
should be measures to relieve the 
ache which is characteristic of 
the disease. One of the quickest 
and Kost effective remedies is 
hot fomentations. The skin over 
the affected area should be rob- 
bed -with a mixture of turpentine 
and olive oil (one part of tur- 
pentine to about eight of olive 
oib: then fiannel cloths should be 
wrung ont of hot water and ap- 
plied to the parts. Over these 
should be placed a dry cloth and 
the whole held in place by baad- 
ages. The hot moist heat seems 
to penetrate better than dry heat 
and so is more effective. Flax- 
seed or linseed meal poultices are 
excellent. If a little olive oil is 
added after the mush is prepared 
the poultice will not become hard 
and dry so easily. Hot salt bags 
or hot -water baps may be used 
if it is impossible to apply the 
hot moist heat. In fact, any hot 
application affords coniderable 
relief.

Duty of Cabinet Officers.

Let U« Examine the Type. 


Before -looking for the antitype, let 


us understand the type. The sacrifice 
for sins occurred on the Day of Atone- 
ment. and consisted of two parts: first, 
a bullock was slain and its blood sprin- 
kled In the Most Holy, and through 
It Atonement offered for the sins of 
the priestly tribe only; then the high 
priest took his secondary offering, a 
consecrated goat, and treated it as he j 
had treated the bullock. And Its blood j 
subsequently was sprinkled in the 
• 


Most Holy, "on behalf of all the peo- J 
pie." all the remaining tribes of Israel. 


Why were these animals killed? 


What Is the thought which lies behind 
this death of an animal? What lesson 
did God wish to teach in type? The 
condemnation on the Israelites for the 
violation of the Mosaic Law was not a 
sentence to eternal torment, nor to 
Purgatory, but a death sentence. This 
is clearly stated. By Divine com- 
mandment th* people were called up 
between Mt. Ebal and Mt Gerizim, 
and God's Law was read in their hear- 
ing. 
Certain blessings were read, 


which were to be the rewards of obe- 
dience. Contrariwise, curses were read. 
which were to be the penalty for viola- 
tion of that Law. The curses related 
to death, sickness and disease. 


These condemnations on Israel for 


failure to keep God's Law given at 
Sinai agree perfectly with the con- 
demnation imposed upon Adam and. 
through him. upou his race, for failure 
to obey the Divine Law originally 
given, which •was written in his heart, 
his character, when he -was a perfect 
man In the image of GodL Hence Israel 
ander tbe Law Covenant was merely 
condemned afresh to death— not fe> 
eternal torment, nor to Purgatory.

"Christ's Better Sacrifices." 


If the Jewish Law gave a hint that a 


sacrificial death would be necessary 
for the cancellation of human sin, It 
.also gave a hint that the death of-bulk? 
and of goats •was not sufficient for the 
cancellation of human sin; because the 
sacrifices of the Jewish Atonement 
Day merely covered sin for one year, 
and did not actually cancel it at alL 


The sacrifice "was of a proper kind—a 


life—but the life was not of sufficient j faithfully finished their course In death 
value. Why? Because the Law of 
Justice -would not be satisfied to ac- 
cept the death of a bullock and of a 
goat as the equivalent for the forfeit- 
ed life of Father Adam.
